Report of the Khudi and Village Industries Committee 

No. 5(18) ni-KVKI ). — By a Resolution No. 19/6/66- 
KVHP), dated the 8th June, 1966, the Government of India, 
in the late Ministry of Commerce set up a Committee under 
the Chairmanship of Shri Asoka Mehta with terms of refe- 
rence as under : — 

(i) ‘‘To assess the progress made in the Khadi and 
Village industries since the establishment of the All 
India Khadi and Village Industries Board in 1953 
and to make recommendations to strengthen and 
expand the progress of Khadi and Village Industries 
in the country; and 

(ii) To suggest any structural or constitutional changes 
that may be needed inorder to improve coordination 
between the Khadi and Village Industries Commis- 
ision on the one hand and the State Khadi and 
Village Industries Boards on the other, having regard 
to the experience so far gained in the working of 
the programmes and in the context of the projected 
programmes in the Fourth Plan period”. 

The Second term of reference, as above, was amplified by 
the Ministry of Commerce Resolution No. 19/6/66-KVI(P), 
dated the 12th August, 1966 and was substituted by the 
folllowing : — 

“(ii) To suggest any structural or constitutional changes 
that may be needed in order to improve coordina- 
tion between the Khadi and Village Industries Com- 
mission on the one hand and the State Khadi and 
Village Industries Boards, cooperative societies and 
other institutions, on the other, having regard to the 
experience so far gained in the working of the pro- 
grammes and in the context of the projected pro- 
grammes in the Fourth Plan period. 

2. In February, 1968, the Committee submitted to the 
Government its Report. The recommendations made in the 
Report have been under careful consideration of the Govern- 
ment in consultation with the Stat c Governments and the 
Khadi St Village Industries Commission.

SUMMARY OF CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE KHADI AND VILLAGE INDUSTRIES 
COMMITTEE AND GOVERNMENT’S DECISIONS THEREON

1. The basis approach to Khadj and Village Industries pro- Accepted, 

gramme should be development oriented and should be for- 
mulated in the perspective of economic growth and general 
employment situation in the country. In respect of each of 
the traditional industries including Khadi. a seven year pro- 
gramme for progressive improvement of techniques should be 
worked out with a view to bringing the industries to a viable 
level. The large number of artisans already engaged in 
traditional rural industries should be protected against any 
substantial displacement during the period of transition to 
higher techniques so that technological unemployment is not 
aggravated. No encouragement by way of training facilities 
and other assistance should be given to more persons to enter 
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those traditional industries which use relatively inferior tech- 
niques. For building up the structure of decentralised indus- 
tries, it is necessary to adopt measure for the provision of 
socio economic overheads and essential facilities including 
efficient systems of transport, water and power supply, credit, 
technical training and advice, etc. in small towns and villages. 
In specially backward areas and in situations of exceptional 
difficulty like drought and flood the process of transition to 
higher techniques may have to be suitably adjusted by pro- 
viding protective cover to the existing traditional artisans for 
a somewhat longer period. (Para 2.13). 

2. Th c basic approach and purpose of the khadi programme 
should be worked out in terms of three broad objectives and 
the relative emphasis to be placed on each of them. viz. (i) 
the economic objective of producing a saleable article; (ii) the 
social objective of providing employment; and (iii) the wider 
objective of creating self reliance amongst thc people and 
buiidingup a strong rural community spirit while none of the 
three objectives can be ignored, emphasis in future expansion 
of the kltadi programme should be increasingly on organising 
production in such a way that the element of subsidies either 
direct or in the form of management grants and free weaving 
a facilities, is reduced to the minimum possible. This would 
involve adoption of better techniques of spinning and weaving 
and reduction of overhead expanses of organisation, (Para 
2,14. 2.15) 

3. Provision of employment on a large scale should con- 
tinue to be an important objective of th c khadi programme. 
Tire low levels of living in the rural areas, the wide preva- 
lence of conditions of under employment and the need of 
subsidiary source of income to the rural families make it 
impreative that thc khadi programme should be maintained 
at an adequate level. All other avenues for providing em- 
ployment in rural areas should meanwhile b e explored. 
(Para 2.16) 

4. Employment in the Khadi programme should not be 
treated as an end but as an means for increasing the income 
of rural families, Khadi programme should therefore, pro- 
vide subsidiary employment to the families of the more needy 
persons, particularly agricultural labourers and poor tenants, 
in addition to those of middle and small landowners. The 
average daily wage provided by the programme should be 
such as would attract the needy persons to take up hand 
spinning and weaving. (Para 2.16) 

5. In regard to the existing programme of khadi which in 
1965-66 accounted for a production of about 76 million 
meteres (cotton khadi), the present approach of placing 
emphasis on the social objective of providing supplementary 
employment and the wider objective of creating self-reliance 
amongst the people and building up a strong rural commu- 
nity spirit should continuo. This would involve continuance 
of the element of subsidy. However, the total financial in- 
volvement of the Government should be reduced by organisa- 
tional and other improvements in the implementation of the 
programme. (Para 2.19) 

6. The present proporation of individual self-sufficiency 
production to the total production Is only 4 per cent. It 
should be increased by a phased programme. (Para 2,19) 

7. In regard to new khadi programme, f.c. further expan- 
sion of khadi production the basis approach and purpose can 
be considered separately for (a) traditional including anibar 
khadi, and (b) khadi produced from new model charkha. 
As regards traditional khadi, the approach should be that the 
whole of the new production taken up in future is on self- 
sufficiency basis. Regarding khadi from new model charkha, 
the approach should be to develop it on commercial basts. 
The element of Government grants, particularly by way of 
subsidy should be very small, (Para 2,20, 2,21, 2,22) 

8. In regard to the village industries programme, it would 
be advisable to concentrate efforts and resources on the most 
important industries and to cover a wider area and a larger 
number of artisans in those industries. There should be free 
scope for introduction of technological improvements anu 
powers. (Para 2.23) 

9. Khadi would continue to hav c a recognised role as one 
of the rural industries and while in some areas, it may be the 
most important among the rural industries, with the deve- 
lopment of scientific agriculture and advance of rural electri- 
fication it is possible that ldtadi may be replaced by otner

m*re paying rural industries like agricultural processing and 
manufacture of agricultural imputs. Irrespective of one’s 
view about khadi as a pcimanent programme, it may be 
agreed that for some time to come it will have a useful role 
in providing employment in backward rural areas and to 
backward section of population. Wc would urge that this 
concept of rural industries in which khadi could have its due 
role snould be given a concrete expression by effecting the 
necessary changes in organisation. (Para 4.3.) 


10. The potentiality of kbadi as an instrument for building 
up self-reliant individuals and communities and for provid- 
ing the basis of a largcscale social and economic transforma- 
tion in the rural areas needs examination. For, Khadi by it- 
self cannot provide, in the context, of the recurrent approach 
to economic development the necessary leverage for such 
transformation. (Para 4.8) 

11. The Khadi programme cannot be made self-supporting 
in the sense of its being able to pay its way without the help 
of subsidies and rebates for khadi programme will have to 
be continued for some time come, if the programme is to 
serve its main purpose of providing subsidiary employment 
to certain sections of the rural people. However the commit- 
ment of Government in this regard should not be indetermi- 
nate or unlimited.

12. The emphasis in future should Increasingly be on the 
positive rather than the protective aspects of development 
assistance. Among the positive kinds of assistance are the 
grants for training, research and technical advise and assis- 
tance and loans for working capital which should be increas- 
ed according to requirements. Concessional rates of interest 
on loans should also be allowed for khadi programme. 

13. The quantum of subsidies for the khadi programme 
should be kept within limits. A ceiling should be fixed 
to the total amount of Government grants provided annually 
by why of management grants, sales rebates, subsidies, train- 
ing, etc. for the traditional khadi (including ambar charkhai) 
programme at Rs. 5.00 crore. This amount would be inclu- 
sive of any subsidy that may be required for extension of 
self-sufficiency khadi in gramdan villages or other suitable 
areas or through the introduction of one spindle and two 
spindle charkha or attachments to traditional charkha.

17. There is need for continuous and rapid improvement Accepted, 

in the technology adopted for the production of khadi and 
for organising systematic research for this purpose. Research 
should be directed towards a well formulated objective. 

While the general objective should be to maintain the sclf- 
emploved character of the artisans, the specific objective should 
be to raise the efficiency of the artisans to enable him to earn 
a minimum wage and to reduce he price differential between 
mill cloth, handloom cloth and khadi. The criterion of 
technological improvement for the future should be increase 
In productivity over the level attained in the new model 
charkha. The Government should not separately finance any 
schemes of improvement in lower technology not conforming 
to the above criterion. (Para 4.14, 4.15) 
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18. For carrying out research in to improved technology 
of khadi, the benefit of expertise and equipment available in 
the various laboratories and institutions already engaged in 
this field should be utilised more extensively. Research acti- 
vities should, in increasing measure, be organised at regional 
and State levels. (Para 4.16) 

19. Efforts should be mad e to correlate future expansion 
of khadi programme with the incidence of unemployment and 
under-unemployment in all the regions, and before a scheme 
to develop khadi work in an area is prepared, surveys of local 
demand and the estimates of production cost should be made. 
The State Boards should look into the results of such surveys 
and conditions of local economy in general to arrive at a 
decision as to whether development of khadi offers the best 
and the most economical way of providing employment in 
these areas. (Para 4.17) 

20. Khadi programme should be organised and oriented so 
as to benefit to th e maximum extent people in backward 
areas, tribal and inaccessible areas, famine and drought stri- 
cken areas and also the backward and less privileged sec- 
tions of population, like Harijans, landless agricultural 
labourers, small tenants etc. As far as possible, khadi acti- 
vity for these purposes should be developed with the help of 
the technologically improved instrument. (Para 4.18) 

21. Wages for khadi are at present fixed in an ad-hoc 
manner, although they are stated to bear some relation to the 
wages of local agricultural labour during the off season. 
Since khadi should be treated as one of the rural industries, 
the wage for khadi spinner jn the expansion programme of 
khadi based on the introduction of improved tools should be 
fixed at a level which would provide off season agricultural 
wages. (Para 4.20) 

22. The expenditure incurred by the Commission on pro- 
viding technical services to the Institutions and the adminis- 
trative expenses of the Commission have to be treated as a 
part of the expenditure on the programme, but they have to 
be viewed as grants and, therefore, need not to reflected in 
the sale price of khadi. Norms should be laid down for 
overheads in relation to the production and trading activities 
handled by the Commission. (Para 4.21) 

23. Sales rebate at the rate of JO percent being given at 
present on silk and wollen khadi with the exception of ondi, 
muga and spun silk and the varieties of woollen cloth for 
customary use should be reduced progressively and eventually 
discounted. (Para 4.22) 

24. Two important features of the village industries pro- 
grammes distinguishing them from the khadi programme, are 
the larger measure of responsibility entrusted to the State 
Khadi and Village Industries Boards for their implementation 
and the preponderant role of cooperative societies (rather 
than registered institutions) as the field agency for their 
execution. In respect of some of the village industries, 
notably palm-gur and palm-leaf products, village leather, 
fibre products, gas and non-edible oils and soaps, the Credit 
for pioneering work belongs to the Khadi and Village Indus- 
tries Commission, In relation to the wide range of rural 
industries and the large number of persons engaged in them, 
the coverage of the programmes of the Khadi and Village 
Industries Commission has been very limited. (Para 4.23) 

25. Village Industries based upon local resources and skill 
have considerable potential and given proper guidance and 
continuous improvement in techniques, village industries pro- 
grammes can help in raising the living standard of the rural 
community, More comprehensive programmes directed to 
the key problems of ensuring adequate supply of raw mate- 
rials, upgrading of skills and techniques and provision of 
marketing assistance should, therefore, he drawn uo with a 
view to building a firm agro-industrial base for the rural 
economy. (Para 4.25) 

26. The State Rural Industries Beards, in consultation with 
the Rural Industries Commission, should prepare development 
programmes for rural industries in each state. The pro- 
grammes should be based on the maximum utilisation of local 
resources by self-employed persons who should ^be trained 
and enabled to use improved tools and "techniques and, 
wherever possible, small machines and power. Large scale 
displacement of traditional artisans should, however, be avoid- 
ed as much as possible. (Para 4.26)

A Technological Research Institute for Small Indus- 
mes should be set up to conduct research into problems of 
appropriate technology for rural industries and to assist and 
advise the Rural Industries Commission and the State Boards 
in regard to the solution of technical problems of develop- 
ment of rural industries.

28. One of the important steps for achieving dispersal of 
small industries to rural areas is to provide proper incentives 
to those interested in setting 'up these induslries, The incen- 
tives should be provided mainly in the form of technical 
assistance, services _ and special facilities, at the stage of pro- 
duction of marketing and there should not be too much 
reliance on subsidies. In the case of some industries, further 
stops by way of reservation pooling arrangements, etc. may 
be considered necessary. The rural Industries Commission 
and the State Boards should indenlify, various lines and items 
of production of Rural industries in respect of which assis- 
tance and protection in various forms, including reservation 
of fields of production, pooling arrangements, etc. is required 
and formulate proposals in this regard. (Para 4.28) 

29. A pragmatic approach should be adopted for the selec- 
tion of rural industries to be promoted in different areas and 
of the field agency to be used for carrying out the develop- 
ment programmes. Resources of the rural industries pro- 
gramme should be concentrated primarily on the development 
of such of the rural industries as offer reasonable prospects of 
becoming viable after a certain period. The field agency 
used may he cither a cooperative society, a registered institu- 
tion a private entrepreneur or artisans, a village panchayat 
or a voluntary association depending on what will yield the 
best results.

30. Production in rural industries should be planned as far 
as possible for consumption within the village or in neigh- 
bouring rural areas. Any surpluses arising over and above 
the local consumption should be sold in other rural and 
urban areas through sales depots run by the registered insti- 
tutions or other recognised field agencies. Those rural 
industries the products of which can he exported outside the

31. Effective and urgent steps should be taken to transfer 
progressively the activities of (he existing bhavans and 
bhandars to registered institutions and other recognised field 
agencies.

32. As the existing patterns of assistance have tended to 
become numerous and complex, there is need for rationalising 
and making them simpler and more workable. (Para 6,21) 

33. A streamlined organisational set up will be required for 
the reorientated programmes. At policy and administrative 
levels, there should be a high degree of coordination and 
cohension among the various constituents of the organisation 
so that it can function in a dynamic and purposeful way. 
Further, to combat mass rural poverty and unemployment 
and under-employment to mobilise rural resources, both 
human and material and to increase rural incomes, a some- 
what different organisational set up would be needed which 
would cover all the rural industries, with their scope pro- 
perly defined, in place of the present limited schedule. 
(Para 7.1) 

34. In the new organisational set up there should be a 
Rural Industries Commission at the apex to promote the 
development of cottage and small industries in the rural areas. 
This body should be a single comprehensive authority, with 
necessary powers and resources and charged with the respon- 
sibility of rapidly industrialising the rural areas, It should 
be a statutory body consisting of seven to nine persons 
nominated by the Government for a period of five years with 
powers to render advice, undertake and sponsor training and 
research, and generally to coordinate the implementation of 
the programme for the development of rural Industries. 
For a limited period of five years, it should also have powers 
to give financial assistance for approved purposes. After this 
period is over, grants of financial assistance should be made

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35. The Chairman of the Commission should preferably 
be a non-i/fficial and the members should include an econo- 
mist, a technical expert, a financial expert and a planning 
expert with considerable experience of planning of village 
and small industries. A representative of the administrative 
Ministry should be a permanent invitee to the meetings of the 
Commission. (Para 7.2) 

36. The present Khadi and Village Industries Commission 
should be transformed into the Rural Industries Commission 
and the necessary steps for this purpose should be initiated 
by the Government at an early date. (Para 7.2)

The administrative Ministry concerned would be res- 
ponsible to the Parliament for the rural industries sector as a 
whole at the highest level. (Para 7.4) 

39. After the Khadi and Village Industries Commission Is 
converted into the Rural Industries Commission, the State 
Khadi and Village Industries Board should similarly be 
replaced by State Rural Industries Boards. The scope and 
functions of these Boards should be expanded and enlarged. 
They will be called upon to undertake duties pertaining to 
the development of all the rural industries within the State 
and not merely those included at present in the schedule of 
the Khadi and Village Industries Commission Act, (Para 7.5) 

40. In constituting the State Rural Industries Boards, spe- 
cial care should be taken to avoid the inadequacies and 
shortcomings of the State Khadi and Village Industries Boards 
in the past. The inter-relations between the Rural Industries 
Commission and th© State Rural Industries Boards should be 
clearly defined. The policies laid down by the proposed 
Rural Industries Commission for the integrated and coordinat- 
ed development of rural industries will have to he faithfully 
implemented by the State Rural Industries Boards through the 
field agencies, viz. registered institutions, cooperatives socie- 
ties and other field agencies. The State Rural Industries 
Board should, therefore, bo a well-knit and strong organisa- 
tional unit. (Para 7,6) 

41. The Chairman of the proposed State Rural Industries 
Board should be the Industries Minister of the State or a 
non-official and the membership should consist of experts in 
various fields, such as finance, administration, economics, 
planning etc. While the Boards will be directly responsible 
to the State Governments and State legislatures, adequate 
guidance and supervision should be provided by the Rural 
Industries Commission ensuring successful implementation of 
programmes approved by it. Suitable provisions to ensure 
this should be incorporated in the legislation to be enacted 
to replace State Khadi and Village Industries Boards by State 
Rural Industries Boards. (Para 7.7) 

42. Pending the constitution of th e Rural Industries Boards, 
the question of reconstitution of the existing State Khadi and 
Village Industries Boards should receive Immediate attention 
of the Slate Governments so that the membership Is reduced 
to a point where the Board can function more effectively as 
a small and compact body. (Para 7.8) 

43. The activities of the State Boards should be more 
effectively coordinated and guided by the Khadi and Village 
Industries Commission, For this purpose, it Is necessary that 
the Chairman (unless he is the Chief Minister or the Minister 
incharge), Vice Chairman and Secretary of the State Boards 
should be appointed in consultation with the Khadi and 
Village Industries Commission.

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Hoards and also to obtain annual reports and audited state- 
ment of accounts and if necossary, to inspect and audit 
accounts. In the event of failure of the State Boards to 
Comply with the advice and directions given by the Commis- 
sion, it should be open to the Commission to stop further 
grants to the State Boards. (Para 7.9) 


44. Progressively over a period of about five years the State Under examination of Government. 
Boards should be strengthened to assume full responsibility 
for the implementation of the programmes in their respective 
States. This process should be phased so that in the first 
two years the State Boards are more closely associated with 
the examination of all the proposals and programmes of the 
registered institutions and cooperatives.

46. For establishing healthy precedents, the members of 
the Khadi and Village Industries Commission and the State 
Khadi and Village Industries Board (and the same should 
apply to the members of the proposed Rural Industries Com- 
mission and Rural Industries Boards) should not bo actively 
associated with the functioning of the affiliated registered 
institutions cooperatives and other field agencies.

51. In view of the peculiar difficulties of decentralised pro- 
grammes, the Central Government should consider rationali- 
sation and simplification ol the budgeting, accounting and 
audit procedures, The records at present required to be 
maintained at the three tiers (the Khadi and Village Industries 
Commission, the State Boards Hnd the registered institutions, 
cooperatives) should be reviewed in order to effect simplifica- 
tion, consistently of course with the proper accountability tor 
public tunds to the Parliament and the State legislature. 
(Para 7.19) 

52. Tile Central Government, should, in consultation with 
the Comptroller and Auditor General of India, frame suitable 
financial and accounting rules and prescribe forms and 
records as well as the form of annual accounts, etc. for uni- 
form adoption by all the registered institutions/cooperatives/ 
other field agencies, on the one hand, and the Khadi and 
Village Industries Commission and the State Boards, on the 
other. This should be done with a view to ensuring that the 
needs of the programmes as well as the requirements for 
accountability of public funds to the Parliament are adequately 
safeguarded, (Para 7.20) 

53. As in the case of the accounts of file Khadi and Village 
Industries Commission where the Comptroller and Auditor 
General has to render certified Annual Accounts together with 
Audit Reports to the Parliament, there should be a uniform 
provision in the State Boards Acts for the State Accountant 
Generals to render certified Annual Accounts, together with 
Audit Report of the respective State Boards to the concerned 
Slate Legislatures. For this purpose, the Accountant General 
should have the right to demand the production of books, 
accounts vouchers and other documents in connection with 
the audit and to inspect any offices of the State Boards.

54. The Sate Boards should be required to observe such 
terms and conditions as the Commission may, in consultation 
with State Governments, prescribe in respect of moneys paid 
by the Commission out of the Consolidated Fund of India to 
the Boards and the registered institutions/cooperative socle-' 
ties, etc. The registered institutions/cooperative societies 
which receive moneys from, the Consolidated Funds of India 
should be required, if contingency arises, lo produce accounts 
and other records in respect of such moneys for inspection 
on demand by any authorised Officer from the Central Gov- 
ernment/State Government.

56. The administrative Ministry should set up a Standing 
Inter-Department Committee at senior officers’ level to pro- 
vide expert guidance on technical, marketing, financial 
accounts problems referred to it by the Commission.
